This visually striking coin was minted under Arsinoe II. She was queen of Thrace and Macedonia, and co - ruled 
with her brother-husband King Ptolemy II Philadelphos. Their father, Ptolemy I Sotor, was a successor of Alexander 
the Great and the first in the Macedonian (Ptolemaic) Dynasty. When the pair wed, they were given the surname 
Philadelphos ‘man who loves his sister’ which acts as reference to the divine marriages of sibling gods, such as Isis 
and Osiris. It was not intended as a slur regarding their incest, but an emblem of their status.

This is an important new type for Coenwulf with a tribach type on both obverse and reverse. The tribach is decorated 
with ornaments which is known for Coenwulf but there is no tribach type each side known.

This coin could be a mule with one of these types, but 
the use of the tribach with a circular centre, otherwise unknown, seems to point to this being a substantive new type. 
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THE ICONIC TWO EMPERORS PENNY

The Two Emperors type penny is known for both Alfred the Great, king of Wessex (AD 871-99) and for Ceolwulf II, king of 
Mercia c. AD 875-9. They continued the joint coinage of Mercia and Wessex begun in 866 under Athelred I (AD 865-71) and 
Burgred (AD 852-74) when the Wessex adopted the Lunettes style coinage established by Burgred in Mercia at the start of his 
reign. This ‘monetary union’, with each king issuing coins in their own name but with the same reverse design, also involved the 
sharing of die cutting and mint facilities at London. Beagstan is a well-known moneyer for the late issue lunettes (MacKay phase 
IH, c. AD 868/70-74) coinage of Burgred from London and his presence on this coin striking for Alfred is demonstrative of this 
sharing with Wessex of Mercian coinage production facilities at London. He is also known for the Cross and Lozenge type. 


In the 850s the two principle Southumbrian kingdoms of Wessex and Mercia formed an alliance sealed with marriage of Burgred 
and Aithelswith, a daughter of Aithelwulf of Wessex. This alliance deepened in response to the arrival the Danish Great Army in 
865/6, with ‘monetary union’ in 866 and a joint military campaign in 868. It continued through to the late 870s when Ceolwulf H, 
the last Mercian king, who took over for Burgred, c.875, disappears from the record. The Two Emperors type is an expression of 
the alliance between the two kingdoms with the reverse adopting a design found on later fourth century gold solidi. It is possible 
that examples of such coins would have been known to the London die cutters and that the design was adopted as it had the right 
symbolism through which to express the joint Mercian-West Saxon alliance. 


The Two Emperors type is thought to be the first coinage issued in the relationship between Alfred and Ceolwulf I and is dated 
to c.875-6. The obverse styling of Alfred, as on this coin, in some cases uses the title REX ANGLO X, i.e. King of the English. In 
using this expression Alfred appears to lay claim to be king of all the English choosing to ignore the Mercian king. It may be the coins 
on which this form appears belong to the period after the departure of Burgred in 874-5 when the position of the Mercian king was 
uncertain. It suggests that at this point Alfred deliberately made a claim to extend his authority over all the English, something which 
he went on to achieve later after the demise of Ceolwulf II in c.879. It was though something he could not sustain in the mid-870s 
as Ceolwulf II seems to have gained sufficient strength to be assert his authority within the alliance of the two kingdoms. The fact 
that the joint Wessex/Mercian Cross and Lozenge coinage, now thought to be later, c.876-878/9, than the Two Emperors type, 
sees Alfred revert to the plain title of REX, leaving out the ethnic of ANGLO or SAX, is now though to indicate that there was 
more to Ceolwulf II than the ‘foolish King‘s thegn’ of the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle. The coinage suggests he was effective enough 
to change the relationship between the two kings giving Mercia more say and maintaining the alliance begun under Burgred. 


Until 2015 only two examples of the Two Emperors type penny (one of Alfred and one of Ceolwulf ID), were known with both 
in the British Museum. The example of Alfred was acquired from the Montagu collection sale in 1896 and is the last example to 
have appeared at auction. That of Ceolwulf II derives from the Cuerdale hoard of 1840 and is part of the Assheton loan which 
comprises coins from the Cuerdale hoard retained by the landowner. In 2015 two significant hoards have substantially added new 
examples of the Two Emperors type. The Watlington (Oxon) hoard added a further 13 specimens, many in exceptional condition, 
with 10 of Alfred and 3 of Ceolwulf IJ. Remarkably at around the same time a second hoard was found in Herefordshire which 
also contained examples of the Two Emperots type, with at least frye examples known, 2 of which are of Alfred. The coins from 
Watlington are now held in a public collection whilst those from the Herefordshire find were subject to legal proceeding involving 


the finders in 2019/20.

On the death of his brother King Edward IV, Richard became Lord Protector of the nation for Edward’s son and 
successor, 12-year-old Edward V. Within a few weeks an assembly of Lords and commoners declared Edward IV’s 
marriage to be bigamous and proclaimed Edward V to be illegitimate, allowing Richard HI to assume the throne. 
Richard was crowned on 6 July 1483 but the young Prince Edward and his brother Richard, Duke of York, were never 
seen in public again after August 1483. It was rumoured they had been murdered upon the orders of Richard HI. 
In August 1485, Henry Tudor headed a rebellion against Richard. He arrived on the shores of South Wales with an 
array of French troops and marched to Pembrokeshire, recruiting soldiers as he advanced. The armies of Henry 
and Richard famously clashed at Bosworth Field, near Leicester, where Richard was killed in the ensuing battle. The 
last days and ultimate fate of the innocent young prince and his brother remained a mystery for centuries. In 2012, 
an archaeological excavation was commissioned by the Richard HI Society on a council car park in the area where 
Greyfriars Priory Church once stood. Research by the University of Leicester proved (by carbon dating and DNA) 
that the body found was that of the slain king. He was re-buried in Leicester Cathedral on 26 May 2015. The tragic 
history behind this historic coin lends special poignancy to its reverse legend, which translates from Latin to mean 
‘By Thy cross, save us, O Christ, our Redeemer’ and on this wonderful coin redeemer is fully spelt out.

This important historical issue was the largest of Henry VII's golden money. Its inviting design reflects a mastery of 
Tudor art. Even the minutest of details have been carefully rendered, from the folds in the king’s dress to the crosses 
on the backrest of his throne. The reverse, with its religious legend and its shield of arms within the famous Tudor 
rose motif beautifully outlined with a festoon of encircling ornaments, completes the regal assertions of the obverse 
legend and alludes to the divine right of kings—the absolute authority of the monarch. The Lis mm was used variously 
throughout the reign, at the Tower several times during the Second Coinage period: 1529-32, 1538-41, and finally 1544-47. 
The sunburst mark was applied to this denomination 1537-38, which suggests that this specimen was struck in the late 
1530s and no later than 1541. The huge value of the coin ensured that it would circle around the higher tiers of the feudal 
society within the kingdom, in effect asserting that anyone who may have considered challenging the crown should surely 
think twice. But such golden promises (literal and figurative) of Henry’s early years withered under his vicious handling of 
all matters pertaining to the crown, and led to the introduction of various acts of treason and supremacy against all who 
would challenge his authority. The legal treatises of the 1530s in the main pertained to his battle with the Papacy over his 
marriages and divorces. All during this time, Henry’s income declined and his need for money intensified, culminating in 
the infamous Dissolution of the Monasteries during the second half of that decade, and by the end of 1539 Henry had 
plundered more than 560 monastic sites, including the confiscation of gold and silver plate, likely the source of the gold 
used to mint this particular specimen. A mere handful of his early gold coins survived the ravages of their era.

This, the largest coin of late medieval and Renaissance England, which in style evolved from the ‘fine’ sovereigns of 
the Tudors, took on the new name of Rose Ryal during this reign. The wide-open Tudor rose, which dominates the 
reverse side, suggested the name by which numismatists came to know it. In its day, the coin was normally called 30 
Shillings. As the largest English gold coin of its time, it competed with gold coins of Europe as an instrument for 
trade. Few individuals actually ever saw such a coin outside of the banking and commercial communities. Mintage was 
therefore fairly steady, as a denomination, and invariably fairly small in quantity. Throughout the ensuing centuries, 
it became tradition at the Royal Mint, and by royal warrant, to melt earlier gold pieces in order to supply gold for 
new issues. By the 18" century, almost all hammered gold pieces had either been melted, to make new, or gone into 
hiding in collectors’ cabinets. Survival became a matter of sheer chance. The primary reason for the many melts was 
that coins such as this yielded high-content gold which could be alloyed in order to yield coins of more face value. 
During this reign, purity was .995 fine for ryals and angels, while for smaller denominations (those mostly intended 
for homeland use) it was .917 in fineness. Within the iconography of the ryals especially, the message changed, the 
former ANGL being replaced by MAG BRIT (introduced in 1604 for the Second Coinage); it assured the British of 
being more united, and foreign traders of, perhaps, a more formidable issuer standing behind the coins as money. A 
remarkable advancement in accounting at the mint also occurred at this time: never before had the details included in 
mint documents recorded exactly when each initial mark was used. They provide collectors and students of money 
with a greater knowledge of die succession. Thus we know for a fact, on this specimen, that the earlier initial mark, 
the escallop, used 11 July 1606 through 30 June 1607, was just being replaced by the next, the bunch of grapes, 
a mark used on the coins from 1 July 1607 through 11 November of the same year. As we have one initial mark 
punched over the other, we can thus pinpoint within months exactly when this coin was made.

J.J. North calls Briot ‘a great artist? and notes that his initial success in London caused him also to engrave dies for 
the York Mint, and those coins clearly indicate a departure from traditional minting techniques as well. The king’s 
personal interest in the fine arts is well known and, as Peter Woodhead relates (page 12), Briot obtained Charles’s 
patronage in 1625/26 to engrave the royal effigy and was given funds to operate his milling shop inside the Tower 
Mint during two periods, those of 1631-32 and 1638-39. The coins are differentiated by their initial marks. The king 
so approved of his work that he was appointed as a mint engraver in 1634; it is coins such as the specimen in this lot 
that so prompted the king’s approval. But the coins produced by Briot also boasted superb fineness of metal quality, 
which was of considerable importance to the mint’s officials at this period leading up to the Civil War. Challis tells us 
(page 301) that ‘Briot was installed in the house in the Tower belonging to the warden’ and that he melted his own 
ingots so as to assure the fineness of his beautiful coinage, lending it endurance both as a royal symbol and as money.

Among the patterns of Charles I are a small number of gold pieces struck early in the reign, engraved by a man of 
great talent whose life is little understood. Craig tells us (page 146) that the engravers’ shop within the mint was full 
of ‘brawling and strife’ as the reign of James I faded away and that of the first King Charles began. Craig put it as 
well as anyone ever has: ‘Charles had not been a week on the throne when, on 2 April 1625, he added to the staff 
as Provider of Patterns or designer, Abraham Vanderort [sic], a medallist and keeper of the king’s pictures. Vanderort’s 
designs, as might be expected, were in a relief too high to be practicable in coinage and he dropped back to the Court 
where in 1641 he turned from hanging pictures to hanging himself’. Evidently the king was unhappy with images of himself 
on his early coinage—with his bust engraved by the mint’s employee Edward Greene. Charles called it ‘distorted’. 
The king next directed his mint master to engage Nicholas Briot, borrowed from the Paris Mint, whose engraved 
portraits seem to have greatly pleased his majesty. Thus, although undated, we may conclude from this evidence that 
the few patterns of Vanderdoort (the preferred, contemporary spelling) were created during the late 1620s. They 
consist of six or seven coins, one of which is possibly a medal; four are patterns for the unite of 10-shillings value. 
The earliest piece is thought to be this style, one of two without a crown on the king’s head. The engraving is greatly 
different, more detailed and lifelike, than that on Charles’ standard issues. The reason for these very lovely patterns 
not being accepted for the standard coinage was, as suggested above, entirely pragmatic. Challis explains succinctly 
(pages 297-300) that the engraving was too elegant, in too high relief, to be minted efficiently—that ‘output would be 
slowed down’ if Vanderdoort’s engraved dies were used. The beauty of the few patterns that exist is beyond denial, 
as is their testament that Charles I, a lover of fine art, personally influenced the money he wished for his subjects to 
see as representative of their sovereign.

Valued at 20 shillings when issued, this lovely coin is an excellent example of the king’s gold issues minted at Oxford, 
the college town to which he and his army fled from London as the civil war heated up. Cromwell’s troops were 
in pursuit and the king needed money to pay his own troops and to acquire supplies. His first temporary mint was 
established in Oxford, which was his headquarters and the principal source of his money from 1642-46. The mint, 
under the supervision of employees formerly at the Tower, including the talented engraver Thomas Rawlins (who 
was appointed Chief Engraver in 1645 and later suffered for his allegiance to King Charles), converted silver and gold 
jewelry, older coins and ‘college plate’ into new money boldly inscribed with the initials of the new royal mint. After the 
war ended, the vast majority of these issues were melted over a period of about two centuries—‘called in” to be turned 
into new milled money. This highly sought after, historic coin displays a pleasing portrait of the king, with beautiful 
rendering of his facial features. Nicely struck on a round flan, it is a true testament to the superior ‘declaration’ coinage, 
which succeeded over the previous poorly stuck coinage in circulation before the English Civil War.

The surge of new coins made by 
the milled process resulted in examples such as this disappearing from the historical record as they were melted down 
to be made into a sparkling, brand-new type of coinage, which found instant approval by the British public. During 
the coming two centuries, the melting of hammered coins continued, sanctioned by the Royal Mint. By the time 
collectors grew in numbers and numismatics became more sophisticated, only a tiny fraction of the original mintages 
of coins such as these remained. This specimen is indeed a rare coin and a pleasing visual treat.

With only a handful believed to be in existence, the above coin is a perfect example of a true Victorian copper penny 
rarity. Victorian Copper Pennies have seemingly seen little change over their lifetime of issue; fairly large quantities 
were issued in comparison to earlier reigns but are scarce in number when compared to the massive issues of the 
smaller bronze pennies of 1860-94. The pure copper composition caused the coins to wear more quickly than other 
metals or composites, making high grade specimens very scarce indeed. Varieties and changes in design have been 
recorded throughout this age by Greuber, Bramahs, and notably in more recent times, Pecks and Gouby. These 
varieties representing the smallest fraction of the already relatively small issue, it is little wonder that some are not 
spotted or recorded by such notable numismatists. 11858 has notably the largest number of reworked dies within 
the whole of the Victoria copper issues; the actual obverse dies used have been recorded as 1852, 1853, 1856, 1857. 
This in turn would lead one to believe the same process would have been undertaken with the reverse dies, but little 
to no interest has been paid to their study. A reference was found by chance, and noted, in an old Coin Guide of an 
1858 penny reverse with a Large Rose, this reference was taken as no more than the recording of a newly completed 
rose whereas before the top petal was missing from most copper penny reverses. No images or other distinguishing 
factors were given (this was an age of typed descriptions not images). It wasn’t until a few years later after inspecting 
all 1858 Pennies available for commerce that the 1858 Large Rose Penny was finally discovered. The Rose, much 
larger, along with the Thistle, leaves, and shamrock within the exergue had been reworked and the emblem was 
proportionally similar to that of the Halfpenny.

Lauderdale’s career had started in the reign of Charles I and, although a party to the King’s surrender at Newcastle, 
he was against his imprisonment. Captured at the Battle of Worcester, he spent the period of the Commonwealth 
in confinement, being appointed Secretary of State at the Restoration and later High Commissioner of Scotland, 
virtually ruling that country from 1669 to 1680. One of his various titles was Baron Petersham and he lived in the 


village at Ham House, now a National Trust property.

The Royal Society of Edinburgh was created in 1783 by Royal Charter for “the advancement of 
learning and useful knowledge”. It started with a small group of 178 founder members and the early 
meetings were held in the College Library of the University of Edinburgh. 


The silver membet’s admission tickets, each engraved with a name and the date of election to Fellowship are 


now extremely rare and the present group, including exceptional association pieces, is quite unprecedented 
in recent auction history.

Henry Dundas, Viscount Melville, elected a Fellow 17 November, 1783; was Vice-President 1789-1796 and was 
a key figure in obtaining Royal Charter. His half-brother, son-in-law and grandson were all to be Fellows of the 
Society. Away from the Society he held a number of important political and government posts: Solicitor-General, 
1766; MP for Midlothian, 1774-1787 and for Edinburgh, 1787-1802; Lord Advocate, 1775-1783; Treasurer of Navy, 
1782-1791; Home Secretary, 1791-1794; Secretary of War, 1794-1801; First Lord of the Admiralty, 1804-1806; and 
President of the East India Company.

William Franklin (1730-1813) was the acknowledged illegitimate son of Benjamin Franklin (1706-1790); his mother is 
unknown. Having worked in his father’s print shop, he enlisted as an Ensign in American Regiment rising to Captain of 
Grenadiers. He served as Clerk to the Pennsylvania Assembly, Postmaster of Philadelphia, and Comptroller-General of 
the British-American Postal System. He was the last colonial Governor of New Jersey (1762-1777) and throughout the 
American Revolutionary War, in contrast to his father Benjamin, he remained a steadfast Loyalist. He was imprisoned 
by the Patriots from 1776 to 1778 for his loyalty to Great Britain, and on his release, now based in New York, he 
organized military units to fight on the British side, becoming the chief leader of the Loyalists. In 1782, with the loss of 
his estates, he went into exile in Britain, living in London until his death. William Franklin had travelled to Scotland and 
to Edinburgh with his father, Benjamin, in 1759; he was in Edinburgh again in 1783 for the founding of the Society, 
and his father was made an honorary founder member as well. William’s son, William Temple Franklin, born in 1760, 
was also illegitimate and he too had an illegitimate child, a daughter, Ellen (1798-1875).

Sit Joseph Banks, 1 Baronet, GCB, PRS, was, at the time of his election, President of the Royal Society in London. 
Aged 23 he joined HMS Niger, Constantine Phipps’s expedition and under the command of Sir Thomas Adams, to 
sutvey of the coast of Newfoundland and Labrador travelling as the ship’s botanist. Banks collected many species of 
plants and animals previously unknown to Western science. Two weeks after his return he was admitted as a Fellow 
of the Royal Society. He next took part in Captain James Cook’s first voyage to the Pacific (1768-1771), on HMS 
Endeavor, which took him and his assistant and fellow botanist Daniel Solander to New Zealand and Australia, by 
way of Brazil and Tahiti. His fame immediately and firmly established on his return, he advised King George III 
on scientific matters and especially on the establishment of the Royal Botanical Gardens at Kew. Banks advocated 
British settlement in New South Wales and the wider colonisation of Australia. It was his idea to establish Botany 
Bay as a reception area for British convicts. He continued to advise the British government on all Australian matters 
and became a Privy Councillor. He was knighted in 1781, elected an honorary Fellow of The Royal College of 
Surgeons of Edinburgh and of the Wernerian Natural History Society. Around 80 species of plants bear his name 
from the genus Banksia. He was the leading founder of the African Association, a Trustee of the British Museum 
and a member of the Society of Dilettanti, the group of worthies that helped establish the Royal Academy. Banks 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Edinburgh on 23 January, 1792, and was proposed by Joseph Black, 
James Hutton, and William Wright.

Sit Henry Charles Englefield, 7th Baronet, FRS, FRSE, FSA (President 1811-12), FLS., wrote on a wide number 
of subjects from the orbits of the comets and the geology of the Isle of Wight to Roman antiquities. He served 
as Secretary of the Dilettanti Society. He was awarded a gold medal by the Society of Arts for his “Discovery of a 
Lake from Madder”. He was a prominent Catholic and for this reason he was not re-elected president of the Society 
of Antiquaries. Late in life, in 1819, Englefield commissioned a number of coin-like portrait tokens or medals of 
himself from G. Mills. He was elected to The Royal Society of Edinburgh on 27 June, 1796, and was proposed by 
John Playfair, John Hall and Daniel Rutherford.

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The Royal Institution 


The Royal Institution of Great Britain (located at 21 Albermarle Street, London), was founded in 
March 1799 in a meeting instigated by Sir Benjamin Thompson, Count von Rumford, and held by the 
leading British scientists of the age at the Soho Square house of the President of the Royal Society, Sir 
Joseph Banks. It was to be an organization devoted to the “diffusing the knowledge, and facilitating the 
general introduction, of useful mechanical inventions and improvements; and for teaching, by courses 
of philosophical lectures and experiments, the application of science to the common purposes of life”. 
Simply put, the aim of the Institution was to introduce new technologies and expand and facilitate 
scientific education and research for the benefit of the general public. George Finch, Earl of Winchilsea, 
was elected President in June and it was through his influence with King George II that the Institution 
received its Royal Charter in 1800. In 1810 the Royal Institution was converted from a private organisation 
owned by a small number of Proprietors to a public institution by an Act of Parliament. The silver 
membet’s admission tickets all carry the date 1819 and each is engraved with a name and titles.

Humphry Davy is perhaps best remembered for his discovery of ‘laughing gas’ and for the minet’s safety lamp 
but his discoveries were multitude. For much of his early career in London he worked as an assistant to Michael 
Faraday. He was born in Cornwall and worked in Bristol before moving to London in 1801 to work at the Royal 
Institution as Assistant Lecturer, being promoted to Professor of Chemistry the following year. His positions at the 
Institution included Director of the Laboratory, 1801-1825; Professor of Chemistry, 1802-1812 (a post he retired 
from following his marriage to Jane Apreece, a wealthy widow); Honorary Professor, 1813-1823. In 1812 Davy was 
knighted, the first person to be knighted by the Prince Regent, and was made a baronet in January 1819. He was 
a short-lived President of the Royal Society. Whilst at the Institution his achievements included the isolation of 
potassium and sodium (1807); the isolation of barium and calcium, the isolation of strontium and the discovery 
of magnesium (1808); the discovery of boron (1809); and the declaration of chlorine as an element rather than a 
compound (1810). He worked again with Faraday on the miner’s safety lamp (1815) — it was in use early in 1816. 
In the 1820s he advised the Admiralty on protection of ships’ bottoms and on improving optical glass. He died in 
Geneva whilst touring the Continent.

John Penn, born in London, was the eldest surviving son of Thomas Penn and his wife Juliana, daughter of Thomas 
Fermor, first earl of Pomfret. William Penn, founder of Pennsylvania, was his grandfather. On the death of his 
father in 1775, he became the chief proprietor of the Province of Pennsylvania with hereditary governorship. 
Following the American Revolution the Pennsylvania legislature confiscated some 24,000,000 acres of property 
the ownership of which he shared with his cousin, another John Penn (“John Penn, the Governor’). Penn moved 
to America and lived in Philadelphia for five years after the Revolution (the house he built, So/tude, is preserved, 
in the grounds of the Philadelphia Zoo), from 1783 to 1788, though after the Pennsylvania government paid his 
portion of the compensation due for the proprietorship, some £97,500, he returned to live in England at Stoke 
Pogis Park in Buckinghamshire, which his father had purchased in 1760. In 1798, he was appointed High Sheriff of 
Buckinghamshire and was a member of Parliament for Helston (1802-1805). In 1805, he was appointed as governor 
of the Isle of Portland where he built Pennsylvania Castle as his home. He never married.

Friedrich Wilhelm Heinrich Alexander, Freiherr (Baron) von Humboldt was the younger brother of the 
Prussian minister, philosopher and linguist Wilhelm von Humboldt and with him accompanied the allied Sovereigns 
to London in 1814. However, he first visited England with fellow naturalist George Forster (FRS 1777), whom he 
had met at Gottingen. He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Edinburgh in January 1815 and Fellow of the 
Royal Society (London) in April the same year. He was to win the Royal Society’s coveted Copley medal 37 years later 
in 1852. In 1818 he was elected a Fellow of the Linnean Society of London. For much of the period 1805-1827 he 
resided in Paris. He later held high position in the Prussian court and between 1830-1848 he undertook a number 
of diplomatic missions.

Alexander Davison amassed a large fortune as a government contractor when, in partnership with his brother 
George, they were merchants and shipowners in the Canada trade during the American War of Independence. For 
a while he served as a member of the legislative council of Quebec. Later he was renowned for his sumptuous 
entertainments to the Prince of Wales and his ‘set’, given at his town house in St. James’s Square. As a contractor 
to the armed forces during much of the Napoleonic Wars it was discovered that he was charging an illegal buyet’s 
premium. Although he paid back almost £9,000.00 he was still sentenced to be imprisoned in Newgate for twenty- 
one calendar months. Davison now is best remembered for financing several acts that glorified Nelson’s public 
image. The medal issued to all who served at the Battle of the Nile is said to have cost him over £2,000 of his own 
money. He also built a memorial to Nelson on his estate at Swarland in Northumberland. He was listed in January 
1800 as an “hereditary subscriber” to the Royal Institution — at the cost of 50 Guineas.

Bridges: John Rennie (1761-1821), London Bridge, the first stone laid, a heavy silver medal, 1825, by 
William Bain, bare head of Rennie lL, JOHN RENNIE, rev. a view of the full span of the 5 arch bridge, 
legend around and below in 8 lines, THE FIRST STONE OF THIS WORK WAS LAID BY THE RIGHT

Brown (BHM) lists the medal from a single example in the London Museum. When John Rennie died, having prepared 
the designs for the bridge, his son, John Rennie, Jr. (1794-1874), took over and undertook its construction, for which he was knighted 
after the bridge opened in 1831. The portrait on the medal is discussed by Daniel Fearon, Catalogue of Commemorative Medals, pp. 
20-21. Rennie’s nephew George, who was employed at the Royal Mint, took a drawing of Rennie, using a Camera Obscura, from the 
bust by Francis Chantrey. It was sent to Bain in 1822 and used, firstly on the medal for the opening if Sheerness Docks in 1823, then 
again on this medal. Both the drawing and letter are illustrated. A small die flan, below the second N of RENNIE occurs on all medals.

The design of the pass or ticket appears as a central feature on the base line of Hogarth’s famous print of “The Cock 
Fight’, and the British Museum notes that a silver example has been recorded, named to Lord Milton. The location 
of the cockpit in the print has never been determined but over many years there have been arguments favouring 
Newmarket over Royal Cock Pit St. James’s Park, London. Newmarket certainly had a cockpit in the High Street. 
A pass or ticket named to one of Newmarket’s most famous jockeys of the late 18" century, such as this example, 
perhaps points towards it being the local Cockpit. 
Samuel Chifney was a pioneer of professional race-riding, developing a trademark late surge to victory, known as the 
‘Chifney rush’. He was the retained jockey of George, Prince of Wales and during his career won the Derby in 1789 
and the Oaks four times in 1782, 1783, 1789 and 1790. His career ended in 1790 when he rode the much-favoured 
Prince’s horse Escape to last place in a race one day but winning the following day. He invented a bit, still used today, 
but never really recovered from the scandal and he was to die a debtor in the Fleet prison in London. His son, 
another Samuel (b. 1786), was also a jockey and is an alternative contender to be the ticket’s owner.

George Drummond (1688-1766) was the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Scotland from November 1752 to 
November 1753. Another variety of this medal has his portrait on the obverse. Originally, he had been initiated into 
Freemasonry in The Lodge of Edinburgh (Mary’s Chapel) No.1, in 1721 and in 1739 became the Founder Master of 
Lodge Drummond Kilwinning from Greenock. A local politician, he was Lord Provost of Edinburgh six times and 
was Accountant-General of Excise. He raised the funds for the Edinburgh Exchange as he had done for the Royal 
Edinburgh Infirmary and he is now remembered as the driving force behind the building of Edinburgh’s New Town.

Great Britain declared war on the Dutch Republic in 1780 as retaliation against the Dutch support for the American 
colonies, which were in revolt. In August 1781, a British force under Admiral Hyde Parker engaged the Dutch under 
Admiral Johan Arnold Zoutman (1724-1793), who commanded the Admiral de Ruyter, 68 guns, in the North Sea. The 
battle was effectively a draw, as both sides suffered roughly equivalent casualties, but the confidence of the Dutch 
fleet was clearly shaken, and they remained in port until the conclusion of hostilities in 1784. 
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
